gome tall tattling. Brown, I believe, said in 
his card, that he did not go to Americus to 
inquire into Dudley's chazacter,fand did not 
recommend him as fitted for the place. 

Here is what Buck has written to Clarkson, 
and this is what Brown says is untrue: 

“Hon. J. 8. Clarkson, First Assistant Post- 
qaster-General.—Dear Sir: From an investiga- 
tion made by Captain W. W. Brown, who has been 
to Americus for that purpose, I find that any 
charges brought against Mr. Dudley as to want of 
character, ability or fitness for the office, is with- 
out foundation, and that the appointment was a 

roper one to be made, 

Mr. Brown was not originally a supporter of 
Dudiey, but is now warmly interested for his con- 
firmation. He states tome that a Mr. Cobb, a 
leading democratic lawyer of Americus, read him 
a letter which he, Cobb, had written to Mr. Crisp, 
member of the house, in which he stated that 
nothing could be shown against the character, 
ability and fitness of Dudley for the office, and 
that if defeated it must be on the ground of his 
color. Mr. Dudley I had advised to go to Washing- 
ton and appear before the postoffice committee In 
his own behalf, but learning that you had in- 
formed him that this is not necessary, he will not 
go, unless advised to do so by you. Hoping that 
Dudley will be speedily confirmed, lam, very 
respectfully yours, A. E. Buck.

THE SILVER BOW PRECINCT. 


The Senate Discusses the Montana Contested 
Election Case. ; 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The Montana 
election case was again taken up. Mr. Call 
addressed the senate in opposition to the re- 
port of the majority of the committee, declar- 
ing the two republican claimants, Messrs. 
Sanders and Power, entitled upon the merits 
of the case to seats in the senate from the 
state of Montana. Hehelditto be the duty 
of every senator to express his opinion in the 
matter and to give to the senate and country 
reasons for that opinion and judgment. 

He declared that the country was verging 
upon a condition of things under which men 
were to hold seats in the senate in defiance of 
— will and of obligations of the constitu- 
ion. . 

It was fast approaching the time when 
political power was to be the end of all action 
and not conservatism of government and of 
its various departments. In his opinion the 
action of the senate in this case, in disregard- 
ing theclear and unquestionable law of the 
state of Montana and principles of law, as de- 
clared by the supreme court of the United 
States, was one of the longest strides made in 
that direction. 

Mr. Hoar said that he would like to put into 
the debate one or two considerations which had 
not been dilated upon. Before he got any 
further with his remarks, Mr. Morgan called 
attention to the fact that there was no quorum 
present, and said that he would like very much 
to have a quorum present, especially on the re- 
publican side, to hear the senator from Massa- 
chusetts. 

The president pro tempore directed the roll 
to be called, and senators, having poured into 
the chamber while the call was proceeding, 
fifty-eight senators answered to their names. 

Mr. Blair, in presenting a memorial in favor 
of his educational bill, remarked that while 
that bill was under discussion, it had never 
been necessary to have a call of the senate in 
order to obtain an audience. [ Laughter. } 

Mr. Hoar resumed his remarks on the Mon- 
tana election case. He alluded to some of the 
democratic speakers having spoken “of the 
transaction as a piece of villainy and he 
thought it worth while to recall to the senate 
whatever simple points there were in the case.

voters. He submitted seriously to the demo- 
cratic senators, and to so much of. the demo- 
cratic press as had any restraint by reason of 
regard for the truth (and he had no doubt that 
that press had as much regard for the truth as 
the press of any other party), (‘‘Oh, no,”’ from 
Mr. Blair) whether the position taken by the 
committee warranted the use of such an in- 
vective as had been applied to it. 

Mr. Gray disclaimed, for himself and his 
democratic colleagues, the application of the 
invective to the senator from Massachusetts, 
or to any other senator.

Coming down to the elimination of votes at 
precinct 44, Mr. Gray declared that the only 
objection on which Mr. Hoar justified that 
elimination was an after thought and that no 
such objection had been made before the coun- 
ty canassing board by the state lawyers, who 
wanted to have these votes thrown out. The 
objections made there were: First, that votes 
I t been sentin a registered package by 
m the clerk of the county canvassers, but 
had been delivered to him in a sealed package 
by one of the judges; and second, that the re- 
returns were signed by the judges and attested 
by the clerks, instead of being signed by the 
clerks and aitested by the judges. The sena- 
tor from Massachusetts did not consider either 
of these objections valid, but brought up 
an objection which had not been 
made in Montana, and which was an after- 
thought. Mr. Gray replied to the objection 
made by Mr."Hoar by the assertion that pre- 
cinct 4 was not peculiar and alone in having 
the votes of aliens cast, but that the same 
thing occurred all over the territory in that 
day’s election, and in all elections for years 
previously. He thought, in conclusion, that 
the point made by the minority had been es- 
tablished, to-wit, that there was not found in 
the hands of the five republican representa- 
tives from Silver Bow county (sitting in the 
Iron Hall legislature), the cirtificate of any 
board or ofticer authorized by law to make it, 
and that, on the contrary, the five democratic 
representatives from that county (sitting In 
the court house legislature), sat there in con- 
formity to the return of the county board, 
made as directed by law, and under the man- 
date of a competent court of justice. 

Mr. Teller, another of the committee 
on priviliges and elections, in advocacy 
of the majority report, spoke at  con- 
siderable length. The debate then 
became a running one between Messrs. Sher- 
man, Edmunds, Rhirnie, Eustis and Voorhees. 

The question having been proposed by Mr. 
Kenna as to whether forty senators, with un- 
questioned credentials (forty-two being a 
quorum), could go to work and organize and 

pass upon the credentials of the other forty- 
two, whose title was questioned, Mr. Hoar 
said that he would like to think over it before 
undertaking to answer it. 

That was precisely, Mr. Kenna said, the 
question that presented itself in the Montana 
case. 

Partial responses to the question were made 
by Messrs. Hoar, Dawes, Blair and Dolph, 
but Mr. Kenna said that none of them came 
straight to the point. 

Then, at 6:15, the senate adjourned. 


OUR WAR SHIPS. 


The House Devotes the Day to the Naval Ap- 
propriations. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The house went 
into committee of the whole, Mr. Butterworth 
in the chair, on the naval appropriation bill. 

Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, offered an amend- 
ment providing for the construction of two, 
tasked of three, coast line batt!e ships. 

Mr. Herbert’s amendment was lost. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, offered an 
amendment authorizing the secretary of the 
navy tocontract with private parties for the 
construction of two vessels of such a type and 
speed as shall render them specially adaptable 
as armed cruisers, to be built on plans submit- 
ted by the navy department. In event of 
war, the government shall have the right to 
charter such vessels at such reasonable terms 
as the secretary of the navy may prescribe. 
Ruled out on a point of order. 

Mr. Peters, of Kansas, mfoved to sirike out 
the entire clause for the increase of the navy. 
This proposition found a good many friends in 
the house and the debate upon the general 
subject of increasing the navy was long de- 
veloped with a great diversity of views. 

Finally Mr. Holman moved to strike out 
the paragraph providing for three battle ships, 
but leaving in the provision for an armed 
cruiser. Agreed to—%8 to 70. 

Mr. Peters then withdrew his motion to 
strike out the entire clause. Several other 
amendments were offered, but all were either 
rejected or ruled out on points of order. 

The bill was then favorably reported to the 
house, but no final action was taken and the 
house, at 4:45, adjourned.

THE FIRE AT DECATUR, ALABAMA. 


The United States Rolling Stock Company 
Loses Heavily. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 10.—A later dis- 
patch from Decatur says that the fire in the 
United States Rolling Stock car works was 
discovered in the forging department of the car 
works. The machine shop, blacksmith shop, 
belting room and engine room, with all their 
contents including three 100-horse power 
engines, were destroyed. The loss is $200,000, 
supposed to be fully covered by insurance. 
The fire was accidental. These are the car- 
works which were removed from Urbana, O., 
two years ago, and were the largest in the 
south. The main building, where the wood- 
work is done, is uninjured. 

LUMBER KILNS BURN. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 10.—The dry kilns 
of the Pratt Lumber company, at Verbena, 
burnt yesterday. Two hundred thousand feet 
of lumber burned in the kiln. Total loss, $15,- 
000; no insurance. 

Large Fire in Brooklyn. 

New York, April 10.—Fire broke out in the 
boilor rooms of the extensive shops of the 
Lewis & Fowler Manufactnring company on 
Walworth street between Park and Myrtle 
avenues, Brooklyn, tonight. The flames ex- 
tended to the large machine shops, a three- 
story basment frame, 250x60 feet, in which are 
manufactured everything pertaining to the 
equipment of the Brooklyn City railroad. 
This building was destroyed. The loss was 
$200,000, largely covered by insurance. The 
shops employed over 400 men.

THE SOUTH LOSES A TRUE FRIEND 


And One in Whom She Could Trust in Her 
Hour of Trial—He Dies a Poor Man, 
With a Clean Record.

WASHINGTON,’ April 10.—{Special.}—The ; 


coil of death is slowly but surely ' tight- 
ning around the form of that greatest of all 
democrats, Samuel J. Randall. 

It isnow only his great will power that 
kee} life and body intact. A less determined 
man would have passed out of life long ere 
this. 

But Mr. Randall has made the same tena- 
cious and gallant fight against death that so 
often distinguished him in great legislative 
battles. He has come out offmany fights with 
victory and honor. This is, however, his last. 
Death has already practically won the battle, 
and ere many hours the soul of this great man 
will have passed to another and a_ brighter 
shore. 

Sam Randall’s death will be an irretriev- 
able loss to the whole country, but particularly 
to the south. He was the best and truest 
friend of the south, whose voice ever sounded 
in the halls of congress. He wasa friend when 
the south was in need of just such a friend, 
and has always been true to the people of that 
great section. Sam Randall will soon be dead, 
but_he will live always in the hearts and mem- 
ory of the southern people. ‘ 

Tonight he is slowly but surely sinking. He 
might die by morning, he might live twenty- 
four hours, but all hopeis gone. In a few 
short hours only the memory of this grand man 
will live. 

Mr. Randall will leave nothing whatever to 
his family savethe small house on Capitol 
Hill. He will diea man. However, it 
is understood that Gan e W. Childs and 
other friends in Vhiladelphia, some time ago, 
quietly raised $50,000, which will be presented 
to Mrs. Randall. 

This evening Mr. Randall’s strength has 
suffered another depletion, and he is weaker 


than in the morning. He had a recurrence of 
the diarrh@al attack durirg the afternoon, 
but it was checked, at least temporarily. 

At 8:30 o’clock he was resting more com- 
fortably. The attack of the afternoon had re- 
lieved the septicemia, which has now become 
one of the worst features of the case, and his 
mind was more than usually clear and bright. 

It has been stated that Mr. Randall was 
unconsious most of the time, but Dr. Mallan 
tonight said that this was not so. He recog- 
nized all about him, and occasionally spoke, 
but any tendency to conversation on his part 
was restrained as far as possible. Dr. Mallan 
and Dr. Lincoln had a consultation this after- 
noon, and they were the only persons outside 
of the family whosaw him, with the exception 
of Postmaster-General Wanamaker, who 
makes a daily visit to the sick man. 

At midnight Mr. Randall was resting easily, 
and there was no further change in his condi- 
tion. E. W. 


THE CONDITION OF GRAIN CROPS. 


The Freeze in March Affected Wheat Some-- 
The State Averages. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The condition of 
winter wheat on the first of April, as reported 
by the statistician of the department of agri- 
culture, averages oighty-one for the entire 
breadth. The general average for rice is 92.8. 
Seeding was late in the states of the central val- 
leys because of the drought and the soilwas there 
fore, not in the best condition, but the mild 
winter continued the growth until the plants 
were too luxuriant to withstand the usual 
vicissitudes of March. The re- 
cent ‘frosts cut down growing plants 
generally, and in wet or submerged areas the 
roots have been destroyed. There are reports 
of recuperation by sprouting and renewed 
growth in this region. Where the roots are 
intact great improvement will follow with 
good weather. The fact that* the roots are so 
well developed is a favorable improvement. 

In the south the soil was generally in better 
condition, and early sown seed developed rap- 
idly, andin December and January suffered 
more or less from the attacks of the Hessian 
fly. In March the frosts were 
very general, discoloring and sometimes 
killfng the plants down to the ground, but not 
injuring the roots exceptin wet places. The 
crop looks brown in New York, but the state 
agent believes it is better thanitlooks. Other 
middle states return wheat in good condition. 

The Pacific coast has had an extraordinary 
amount of rain and snow which have delayed 
seeding and injured early sown oats. The con- 
dition of the principal states are as follows: 

New York, 88; Pennslyvania, 99; Ohio, 87; 
Michigan, 67; Indiana, 75; Lllinois, 75; Mis- 
souri, 83; Kansas, 87; California, 71. 

The report of the condition of farm animals 
makes the average as follows: Horses 974; 
cattle, 941; sheep, 937; swine, 956. The per- 
centage of losses of farm animals by disease, 
winter exposure or otherwise, as estimated, 
average 164 for horses, 364 for cattle, 73 for 
sheep and 76 for swine. Losses from winter 
exposure of cattle have have been very heavy 
in the northern Rocky mountain belt and the 
Pacific coast. While it is difficult to get in- 
formation from the ranches, itis certain that 
Montana, Idaho, Washington, Oregon and 
California have lost heavily in both herds and 
flocks by the severity and deep snows of the 
winter. 


THE BILL IS READY. 


The Tariff Bill Ordered to Be Reported to 
the House. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—According to ar- 

rangement when the tariff bill was laid before 


“the ways and means committee by the repub- 


lican members ten days ago, it was called for 
final disposition, so far as the committee is con- 
cerned, this morning. Without reading 
the long bill, the direct vote was 
taken upon the question of reporting it 
to the house with a favorable recommendation 
just as it stands. The result was that the re- 
port was ordered by a party vote. 

Chairman McKinley desired to make a report 
to the house at once, but as Mr. Carlisle stated 
he had not quite —— the report of the 
minority, and desired a few days time, an 
understanding was reached that the bill should 
be reported to the house on Monday next: The 
committee will have another meeting on that 
day, and will endeavor to adopt a programme 
for debate in the house.

EMMA HAS CONFESSED 


THAT SHE PUT POISON IN THE 
FOOD

WHICH KILLED THE NEWLAND’S. 


She Says She Pat “Rough on Rats" in the 
Corn in Order to Test the Strength of 
the Poison. 


Crtcaco, April 10.—Emma Stark, the 
servant under arrest charged with putting 
poison in food she cooked for the Newland 


| family, which resulted in the death of Mr. and 


Mrs: Newland, and the dangerous illness of 
their two children, has made a full confession. 
Since she was arrested the girl has denied all 
knowledge of the poisoning, but this morning 
she admitted that she put “Rough on Rats’’ 
into some canned corn she was cooking for the 
Newland’s supper, wishing only to test its 
strength. The girl said she had been betrayed 
and wished to put an end to her existence, but 
had no intention of killing the Newlands. 
She ate most of the corn herself, she says, but 
it only made her slightly sick, and supposing 
its effect would be no more serious on the 
others, she served it for supper. The confes- 
sion was obtained from the girl by Chief of 
Police Marsh in person. She said: 

“TF did not, as you think, obtain the place 
with the Newland family with the premedi- 
tated plan to killthem. It was to secure a 
place where I might kill myself that I went 
there.”’ 


THE AMOUNT INCREASES 


As the Committee Makes Investigation Into 
Archer’s Defaleation. 


BaLtTimore, April 10.—The Archer inves-~ 


tigating committee made the discovery today 
that in addition to $133,000 of coupon bonds 
which State Treasurer Archer oe pine of for 
his own account, over $56,000 of registered 
bondare missing. The committee, this after-

recommends that the attorney-general be in- 
structed to proceed at once to bring suit upon 
the bonds given by State Treasurer Archer 
for the faithful performance of .his official 
duties and they also find themselves com- 
lied, by their sense of official 
uty, to recommend that the facts 
developed by them in the _ course 
of their investigation, with the testimony 
taken by them, be laid before the attorney- 
general and state’s attorney, of Baltimore city, 
to the end that such proceedings may be taken 
asthe gravity of the case demands. They 
charge the treasurer with official malfeasance, 
and with repeated misappropriation to his own 
use of securities and bonds belonging to the 
state and the proceeds of bonds belonging to 
the state sold ~ him, and they are ready to 
lay the proofs of these grave charges be- 
fore Governor Jackson at such a time as 
he may name for hearing after notice 
to Archer. The committee have traced $43,- 
500 worth of bonds abstracted by him, but 
have not been able to ascertain what he did 
with the remainder. 

Attorney General White said that Governor 
Jackson had sent a copy of the charges and a 
list of witnesses by a special messenger to 
Treasurer Archer at Belair and had notified th 
latter to appear before him at Annapolis Tues- 
aay next to make his answer to the charges.

’ BE STRUCK A PRIVATE SOLDIER. 


The Punishment Put Upon Lieutenant Steele 
for So Doing. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The court-martial 
which tried Lieutenant Steele at Chicago for 
conduct unbecoming an officer and gentleman 
in striking Private Dell P. Wild, found him 
guilty, and sentenced him to be reprimanded 
and to be confined within the limits of his 
post for three months. The proceedings and 
findings of the court have been approved by 
Major-General Schofield as commander of the 
division of Missouri, and he will issue an order 
publicly reprimanding Lieutenant Steele. 
This will be the final disposition of the case, 
as it is not one that calls for any action on the 
part of the president or secretary of war. 

First Lieutenant J. V. H. Paddock, Fifth cav- 
alry, was recently tried by court-martial at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, on the charge of 
having duplicated his pay accounts. The 
record of the proceedings and findingsin the 
case has been acted upon by the reviewing offi- 
cers of the war department and the case has 
been submitted tothe president. It is assumed 


from this action that the court found the offi- |

POISONED BY EATING TURKEY. 


Two Families in Arkansas in a Dying Con- 
dition. 


Kansas City, April 10.—A special from 
Little Rock, Ark., says: The poisoning of two 
whole families is reported from Browning Sta- 
tion, Franklin county. Sixteen pefsons were 
poisoned, and at the latest accounts twelve of 
them were in a precarious condition and not 
enpooeed to survive. 

‘illiam Browning shot a large, wild turkey 
obbler, and invited the family of George 
ayes to dine with him. Sixteen persons, be- 
longing to the two families, sat down to the 
table. Soon after they had partaken of the 
turkey, they began, one after another, to be 
attacked with nausea, violent vomiting and 
convulsions. One of the boys of the Brownin 
family was the only mthcnd th not taken ill. 
He gave the alarm to neighbors, who hastily 
summoned medical assistance. Four of the 
rsons poisoned were relieved by vomiting, 
ut the other twelve are repo to be ina 
dying condition. It is supposed the turkey, 
just before he was shot, ate of some bait pois- 
oned with strychnine and which had been set 
for wolves. 


Have Gone to Canada. 

Cuicaco, April 10.—A dispatch to the News 
from Fosston, Minn., says: R. G. Sweeton, 
cashier of the Fosston National bank, has been 
absent since the 3d, and an examination of the 
bank’s books shows that he has taken from 
$5,000 to $8,000. Sweeton was last seen in 
Fargo with a woman with whom he had been 
intimate for over a year. Sweeton and his 
companion took a Manitoba train northward, 
and it is supposed they have gone to Canada. 


A Woman in the Case. 
Worcester, Mass., April 10.—T hing 
the flight of Bank Teller: Kimball thers is 
additional evidence that there isa woman in 
the case. Kimball left April 21st, and went to 
Boston, where he was joined by a woman.

A RIOT IN SPAIN. 


A Carlist Leader Visits Valencia andthe Anti- 
Carlists Want His Scalp. 

Maprim, April 10.—The arrival of the Car- 
list leader; Marquis Cerralbo, at Valencia, to- 
day was made the occasion of an anti-Carlist 
demonstration. Thousand of anti-Carlists met 
at the station, and followed the marquis to his 
hotel. They smashed many windows of the 
hotel, and tried to set fire to the building, 
when a detachment of troops charged and dis- 
persed the mob. Many persons were wounded. 
The excitement continues. 
© Later—A mob of 2,000 persons invaded the 
Carlist club and set fire to the furniture. 
When the firemen came the mob tried to ob- 
struct them. The mob then smashed and 
burned a carriage in the court yard. 

Another mob tried to burn the church, but 
was prevented by a detachment of troops. The 
troops have failed, however, to disperse the 
constantly gathering crowds. The latter have 
built two baricadesin the streets. Military 
authorities have taken possession of the city 
and the whole garrison is under arms. 

Midnight.—The rioting continues. Troops 
have made several charges. Many persons 
have been injured, and it is reported some 
have been killed, though orders were given to 
avoid bloodshed as long as possible. 

Several members of the Carlist club fired 
their revolvers into a crowd, and three were 
wounded. The mob also attempted to attack 
the Jesuits college. Order was restored soon 
after midnight. The troops occupy various 
points throughout the city. 


COLLISION OF VESSELS. 
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The Avoca Sunk by the North Cambria—No 
Lives Lost. 

Loxpon, April 10.—The British steamer, 
North Cambria, Captain Roberts, from Balti- 
more, March 22d, for Hamburg, arrived at the 
dock this morning leaking and her fore com- 
partments full of water. She wasin a colli- 
sion at midnight with the passenger steamer 
Avoca, from London for Dublin. The latter 
was so badly damaged that she sunk. No lives 
lost. The North Cambria struck the Avoca 
amidships with great force, and cut half way 
through her hull. There were twelve passen- 
gers on the steamer, including several women 
and children. A scene of wild confusion fol- 
lowed the collision. The terrified passengers 
rushed half cladjfrom their berths to the deck, 
Five boats belonging to the steamer were 
cleared away andthe passengers and crew, 
which numbered twenty-five persons, hastily 
entered them, rowing a short distance away. 
The boats lay by for two hours until the Avoca 
sank. The North Cambria then picked up the 
peoplein the boats and carried them to Dover. 
Some of the personal effects of the passengers 
and crew were saved. _ 


A TALK WITH STANLEY. 


He is Astonished at the Claims of 
Germany. 

Barnpis1, April 10.—Henry M. Stanley has 
arrived here from Cairo en route to Brussels. 
He was interviewed upon his arrival. Speak- 
ing of Emin Pasha, Stanley said he did not 
believe. he -would attempt to reconquer the 
equatorial province. An immense effort, he 
declared, would be necessary to eject the 
Mahdists, who have overrun the province. 
With reference to claims made -by the 
Germans to certain territory in Africa, 
Stanley said he was astonished 
at their pretensions. They apparently 
claimed the whole of that county. The Ger- 
mans, he said, could secure the service of 
Tippoo Tib, if they paid him the price he de- 
manded under much pressure. Stanley stated 
an important fact, which he had intended to 
mention solely in his forthcoming book, and 
that was that Aruwnimi forrst, which belongs 
to the Congo Free State, was enormously richer 
in everything, especially in rubber trees, than 
the Amazon forests. This section of Africa, 


he declared, would be the rubber reservoir of 
the universe.

WILL MAKE A TEST CASE 


Asto What Constitutes Solicitation of Sub- 
scriptions. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—In the case of the 
Old Dominion Republican | e, against offi- 
cers of which action has been instituted in the 
courts of this district for violations of the 
United States civil service law, it has been 
determined to waive all further proceedings, 
and to admit a statement of facts on the part 
of the defendant, C. A. Newton, president of 
the league, inorder that the same may be 
pomee uponin a highercourt and final decision 
1ad in the supreme court of the United States. 
Newton, who is not a government officer, 
and who is charged with violating the civil 
service law, by soliciting contributions of gov- 
ernment employes for campaign purposes, 
will test the right under the civil service law 
to solicit such contributions by one not in 
the employment of the government, and was 
to test the question whether the sending of a 
letter by such one to a government employe 
and delivered on his desk is the solicitation 
forbidden by the twelfth section of the civil 
service law, and if it isa solicitation, whether 
that lawis consistent with the constitution 
of the United States. Newton’s case is im- 
portant, as it involves personal rights as well 
as grave constitutional questions.

DR. POWELL’S REPORT OF THE CASE. 


Colonel Humber Withdraws His Resigua- 
tion as Steward—The Engineer Made 
an Officer of the Institution. 


Macon, Ga., April 10.—{Special.]—Several 
members of the board of trustees of the lanatic 
asylum arrived in Macon tonight from Mil- 
ledgeville, where they have been attending 
the semi-annual meeting of the board. There 
were present at the meeting Chairman Caba- 
niss, of Atlanta ; Secretary Foster, of Augusta; 
Hansell Hail, of Milledgeville ; J. H. Nichols, 
of Nacoochee; John Cobb, of Americus, and 
J. W. Wilcox, of Macon. The absent trustees 
were Hopkins, Watt, Nisbet and McArthur. 
The first three were detained by important 
business engagements. McArthur was sick. 

A SHOCKING STORY. 

Some sensational charges against the man- 
agement of the institution were submitted in 
writing to the board by a former employe of 
the asylum, but investigatian exploded them. 
Some of the charges dated back nearly twenty 
years. The most serious charge, however, 
dated as recently as December 28th, 1889. The 
written charges alleged that a certain idiotic 
girl, an inmate of four years standing, had 
given birth toa child, and it was intimated 
that an employe was its father, and the man- 
agement of the asylum had caused the child to 
be buried at night, and enjoined secrecy upom 
every one. 

DR. POWELL’S STATEMENT. 

The above charges were given to one. of the 
trustees, who was not at the January mecting 
of the board, so when the charges were pre- 
ferred today the following extract from the 
proceedings of the January meeting was read 
to him: 

Dr. T. O. Powell, superintendent, reported 
that on December 28th, 1889, a white idiot gave 
birth to a child, which had been conceived since 
she was an inmate of the asylum. He could not 
trace the matter, but found an iron window out 
in the basement. * . ° . 
es * * Every careis constantly taken 
to prevent such occurrences, and this is the only 
one which has occurred since he has been super- 
intendent. The board exonerated Dr. Powell of 
any blame whatever in the matter. 

Superintendent Powell’s prompt report 
showed that he had made no effort to conceal 
the birth of the child, and it was buried in the 
night time to prevent alarming other patients. 
The child was born dead. The trustee to 
whom the charges had been given to be pre- 
sented, was fully satisfied of Superintendent 
Powell’s honorable connection with the entire 
matter. 

Other charges fell to the ground similar te 
the above. So far as dishonorably connecting 
Superintendent Powell with anything, the 
board passed a resolution, today, sustaining and 
exhonorating Superintendent Powell. The 
party preferring the charges resides in Macon. 
The matter is becoming current in Macon, and 
creating some talk, so injustice to all con- 
cerned, and for information of the peujiie of 
the state at large, the full particulars of today’s

COLONEL HUMBER’S RPSIGNATION. 

The report published in Tae ConrstivtTion

Storekeeper Rice hay- 
ing resigned, Hunter, a young unmarried man 
of Milledgeville, was elected his successor 
over several applicants, at asalary of $1,800. 
The storekeeper will have to sleep at the store, 
Rice resigned to accept a better position im 
Macon. 

THE ENGINEER’S POSITION. 

On motion of Trustee Wilcox, Tom De- 
Saussure was putin charge of the entire me- 
chanical department, subject only to orders 
from Superintendent Poweil. Heretofore the 
engineer was also subject to the steward’s or- 
ders. Wilcox’s motion was adopted unani- 
mously. This practically makes the engineer 
an officer of the institution. 

Trustee Wilcox was engineerin 1883, and 
resigned because he was subject to the stew- 
ard’s orders. Today’s action vindicates Wil- 
cox’s position in resigning. 

On motion of Trustee Wilcox, Engineer De- 
Sassure was directed to attend the convention 
of the American Gas Light association at Sa- 
vannah in May, so as to learn any new ideas te 
be advanced, his expenses to be paid by the 
board. This is considered a very progressive 
step on part of the trustees. 

The trustees found the asylum in 
good condition, though they are anxious 
that some needed improvements be made in 
heating the buildings in winter, a 
the water supply. Plans are formulating tha 
will give the asylum two and a quarter mil- 
lion gallons of water every twenty-four hours. 
It is also desired to beautify and improve the 
grounds. This is badly needed. There are 
now about 1,560inmates at the asylum, over 
590 of whom are negroes, all for the most part 
in good health and well cared for. 

Superintendent Powell is regarded as doing 
his full and faithful duty.

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MB TELLS THE STORY OF HIS 
TROUBLE WITH CODY 


Painting the Latter as a Midnight Assassin, 
and Claimsthat He Shot, Him in De- 
fense of His Own Life. 

Warrenton, Ga., April 10.—[Special.}—A 
marvelous story of attempted assassina- 
tion, of ‘months of fear for his 
life, of efforts to prevent further 
trouble, and then the prosecution through the 
courts of his assailant, finally the killing. 

That was the substance of a remarkable 
statement which Major Charles E. McGregor 
made today, in defending his killing of J. M. 
W. Cody. 

THE STORY TOLD BY THE WITNESSES. 

The story of the killing of Cody, as told by 
the witnessess for the prosecution, was plain 
and straightforward, so that the defense could 
dispute it in no part. 

A courtroom, crowded to suffocation, every 
man in the court interested, and deeply inter- 
ested im the case at issue. Counsel as learned 
as ean be found in Georgia, and eyery point 
closely watched and sharply contested, Then 
the extraordinary spectacle of one of Georgia’s 
prominent citizens strrpped to the waist, parad- 
ing up and down before a jury of his peers. That 
was the picture that Warren courthouse pre- 
sented tothe disinterested spectator today. 

The scenes just as court opened were interest- 
ing. Judge Lumpkin chatted with ex-Congress- 
man Sea Breese; .Major McGregor, pale and 
thin, leaned back against the rail by the side of 
hiscounsel, Messrs. Watson and Whitehead, 
while not far off sat Judge Twiggs, Hal Lewis.

STORY OF THE KILLING. 

The story of the killing of Cody was told 
by two witnesses. After Solicitor How- 
ard had read the indictment, he hanfled that 
paper overto Judge Twiggs, with the an- 
nouncement to the court that the latter gen- 
tleman would examine the witnesses on be- 
half of the state. 

The first summoned was Tillman N. Poo!, 
an old man who is chiefly noted as being the 
father of the prohibition law in Warren. His 
story was in brief as follows: 

“T was sitting with Drury W. Rogers on a 
table in front of English’s store, when I noticed 
Mr. Jim English driving towards us from the 
Louisville road. J.M. W. Cody was in the 
buggy with him. They drove up to within a 
few feet of us: Cody got out, came up and 
shook hands with Rogers and myself. 
table with us 
and we talked about the weather and. other 
subjects. Inafew minutes Ijlooked up and 
saw McGregor coming towards us, walking 
down a street which runs at right angles to the. 
sidewalk on which we were sitting, “he Mc- 
Gregor reached the sidewalk, a few feet away 
from the table, he drew a pistol, and helding 
it in both hands, walked rapidly past me, and 
towards Cody, shooting him when he was 
probably two feet from him. There were no 
words between them. Cody was standing with 
his side towards the direction MeGregor came 
from, his head turned to the left, so I am sure 
he didn’t see McGregor until. the shet was 
fired. Three shots were fired, and when Cody 
fell he was dead. An examination showed 
that Cody was notarmed.”’ 

Old Mr. Rogers, who was with Pool ‘and 
Cody, told substantially the same story of the 


* shooting, varying it only with a rather vivid 
description of how he took pains himself to.

With these preliminary words Major McGre- 
gor began the recital of the lines of relations 
existing between him and the man he killed, 
which sounded more like a story of an old 
world vendetta than like the recital of actual 
occurrences of modern times. ‘“‘On the evening 
of Friday, the twenty-third of December,” it 
began, “Mr. McGregor, at the request 
ef the members of the lodge of 
the Royal Arcanum, of which he was 
an officer, attended a lodge meeting. He re- 
mained there until 8:15 when the meeting 
broke up. It was raining, so he walked 
toward home with his fellow members, others 
being in front and behind them. McGregor’s 
front gate is probably half a block from the 
main street, and his house and grounds are 
the most spacious in Warrenton. He left his 
friends as he reached the street leading 
to hishome. He had just stepped inside his 
gate, when he heard a loud explosion at his 
right and felt a stinging sensation in his stom- 
ach or chest. It was Christmas week, and the 
boys were firing rockets and poppers all over 
town. 

“My first idea,”’ said McGregor, ‘‘was that 
some boy had thrown a big popper at me, and 
I turned my head to keep off the fire of roman 
candles, which I expected would follow.” 

Then he tells how he felt a sinking feeling, 
and nearly fell. Then he saw the figure of a 
man in a long overcoat and cap. The face 
must have been in a mask, for otherwise he 
would have seen it. MeGregor cried out: 

‘‘What did you throw and hit me with ?”’ 

The man ran, and he cried out. Somebody 
in the shops near cried ‘“‘murder!’’ The cries 
brought assistance. 

‘Friends came and begged them to pursue the 
fleeing man. Then the next thing I remem- 
ber then, were taking me into my house, and I 
heard the cries and lamentations of my wife 
and children.’’ 

Here McGregor broke down, and was several 

minutes before he could proceed. Then he 
told how he heard the doctor tgll his wife that 
he might live twenty minutes. Then for the first 
time he learned that he had been shot. Friends 
gathered around, and asked who shot him. 
He couldn’t tell. After midnight he began to 
rally, but all he could say about his assailant 
was, that he thought he would recognize the 
figure again should he ever see it. 
‘“‘Tt was after this, when I seemed to have a 
little more strength,’’ continued Major 
McGregor, “that Dr. Hall examined my 
wounds, which, with the permission of the 
court, I should like to show the jury. 

Then ensued a unique scene. 

First hisbrown pepper and salt coat and 
vest, then his collar, tie and shirt, and lastly 
his gauze undershirt, were laid upon the sten- 
ographer’s table, and stripped to the waist, the 
defendant marched up and down before the 
jury, pointing out the marks left by the 
bullet. It had entered at the side below theright 
breast, and ranging downward, had passed out 
on the left side several inches lower down. 
After each juryman had inspected the scars, 
Major McGregor covered his nudity and was 
again self possessed, dignified as he had been 
during the entire recital. He told of his slow 
recovery, of the solicitations of his friends in 
his behalf,and especially of those of his friend 
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—of eighteen years standing—J. M. W. Cody. 
Cody was at his home eyery day after the 
shooting, and offered to give fifty dollars to- 
wards a reward for the apprehension of the as- 
sassin. McGregor added $100. Cody had 
council to add two hundred, and it was on 
Cody’s request that Governor Gordon added 
two hundred on part of the state. 
On the night of the shooting, a number of 
citizens, Major McGregor says, followed the 
footsteps found on the path, evidently 
those of the assassin, and they started near the 
Royal Arcanum hall, where McGregor had 
been, and by a circuitous route, which he 
named, but which only people familiar with 
the lccality would understand, traced them to 
the hotel. 

“Tt was common report at my house that 
night,’’ continued McGregor, “‘that the foot- 
steps were those of a person. who wore shoes 
like Jim Cody.” > 

Then followed the story of how the crime 
was traced to Cody. First the statement of 
the negro Ansley Davis, that Cody had offered 
him $300 to kill McGregor, and his threat to 
kill Davis if he told of theoffer. Cody’s bitter 
denial, and offer to hang the negro, first: mak- 
ing him tell who really did make the offer, if 
any were made. All this has been told be- 
fore, but right here came in a new feature. 

McGregor tells of seeing the figure he saw 
t#fat night in his yard. He had always said if 
he sawit again in. the same atmosphere he 
would recognize it. One Saturday night, he 
said, he saw it. He was positive he had found 
the man. He drew near, and, to his sur- 
prise, found it was Cody. 

“‘We. did not speak,” said Major McGregor, 
‘‘but we recognized one another. .I followed 
him about three feet behind. My hand was 
on my pistol all the time, and I was trying to 
make up my mind whether to kill him or got, 
but finally decided that such an act would put 
‘me on the defensive, with no positive proof af 
his guilt. I concluded he should live, and the 
mystery of his shooting me sheuld be unray- 
eled.” yea 

So positive was he that Cody was the man 
that he, a few days later, wrote Cody a re 
markable letter, which plays so important 
@ partin this trial. In this letter he said:

Then I hurried 
toward my home to prevent my being inter- 
cepted at the side door of English’s store, 
which opened on the street Thad to take, and 
when the sheriff came, I surrendered to him.

Gregor, ‘unless it has ever been. your lot to 
live under constant apprehension of assassina- 
tion, you cannot realize my positien.

IN REBUTTAL. 

When this statement was finished counsel 
for the prosecution retired for consultation. 
Then four witnesses were called to rebut cer 
tain parts of the statement. 

The first of these was Mr. Swaine. He de- 
nied having carried a gun under his coat, and 
denied having made signs to Cody.. Mr. Nor- 
ris explained the allusion and the talk he was 
supposed to have had with Cody and English, 
in which the negro, Cicero Johnson was men- 
tioned, by saying that it was not Cody,» but 
Swain, and that the talk was not, as reputed, 
to McGregor. He had told McGregor that he 
would not countenance assassination. Mr.

783, and im 1889 $279,376, a decrease of $84,407 
in three years, and is the only districtin the 
county in which there is a town that shows a 
decrease in taxable property.

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They Go Through the inter-state Drill With- 
outa Blunder, and Call Down Upon 
: Themselves Great Applause. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 10,—[{Special.]— 
The third day of the week devoted to military 
men and matters opened this morning cool and 
beautiful. 

, The city was full of strangers, and the streets 
were crowded, every train bringing in its quota 
of visitors. 

The point of attraction was, of course, the 


exposition, and by 10 o’clock a. steady stream 


of soldiers and citizens poured out{Main street. 


‘The numberof handsome ladies was really 


surprising and wasa pleasing feature of the 
day. 
THE INTER-STATE CONTEST. 

For the inter-state contest, the most impor- 
tant drill on the programme, six companies 
were entered. Lots had been drawn for places, 
and the crack teams, the Southern Cadets, 
of Macon, and the Gate City Guard, of At- 
Janta, were announced to drill in the forenoon. 

The Gate City Guard came first 
on the field, their entrance being 
greeted with considerable applause. Their 
full dress uniforms are strikingly but 
tasteful ; dark blue trousers, black coats, faced 
with heavy bars of gold braid. On their heads 
were the imposing white shakos or “bear 
gkins,’’ with a gold band underthechin. Their 
picked company was composed of sixteen men, 
four “fours,” two sergeants and three officers. 
Captain Sneed received the programme from 
the judges, and after the guns and accoutre- 
ments had been inspected, he set his boys to 
drilling at a rattling pace. Their drilling was 
_of a very high standard, as were all the exhi- 
bitions of the day. But few ‘“‘breaks’’ were 
made, and those were almost entirely minor 
errors. In the handling of arms and their fir- 
ing by platoons, kneeling was a little un- 
even. 

The drill lasted forty-five minutes. The 
marching, wheeling and double-qnick move- 
ments were nearly perfect, and it was evident 
that the following companies would have to 


“put up some pretty perfect work to beat the 


Atlanta representatives : 

A very high wind was blowing all day. It 
was very difficult for the men to hear the or- 
ders. The frequent applause from the grand 
stand almost created confusion, and the spec 
tators were requested to modify their enthus- 
jasm. 

THE SOUTHERN CADETS APPEAR. 

The Gate City Guard certainly did splendid 
work, and the entrance of the next company, 
the Southern Cadets, of Macon, was eagerly 
awaited, to have an opportunity of comparison. 


‘Captain Sneed’s company had hardly left the 


field when the cadets, commanded by Captain 
Sims came on. 

The first prize winners of last year’s contest 
were royally cheered as they drew up in front 
of the grand stand. 

Their uniforms were gray trousers and coats, 
faced with black braid and a black 
stripe down the trouser leg. They 
have brown cartridge belts instead of 
the customary leather boxes. Their drilling 
was remarkable for the energy and vigor put 
into every movement. Their arms went to 
their sides as by electricity. The manual of 
arms was gone through without a noticeable 
error, and they surpassed any company in the 
contest in putting their bayonets into the 
sheath. To the inexperienced eye their work 
“was nearly errorless. 

One break was noticeable in one of the 
wheeling movements, and the judges’ tell- 
tale note-books were brought into use. Their 


. percentage was undoubtedly very high. They 


surpassed the former company in the firing 
movements. By the time the long line of 
white shakos had finished their beautiful 
marching, it was one o’clock, and the grand 
.stand was soon emptied, until the renewal of 
the contest in the afternoon. 

Captain Sims was compelled several 
times to order the tumultuous applause to 
cease. 

THE JACKSONVILLE ‘“‘METS.,”’ 

At 3:50 o’clock in the afternoon the grand 
stand and space around the field was packed 
with the largest audience of the week. Gov- 
-ernor Fleming and staff, in full dress uniform, 
occupied seats in front of the grand stand. 

The Jacksonville favorites, the dashing 
**Mets,’’ soon marched in under command of 
their soldierly captain, J. L. Doggett. Their 
waving white plumes and handsome uniforms 
made them one of the finest appearing compa- 
nies on the grounds. Their drilling was a sur- 
prise and a pride to their many friends, and 
although their work had been a little uneven 
the day before, every error was more than re- 
deemed. The wheeling and marching was a 
splendid piece of work, promptitude and accu- 
racy marking every movement. They already 
stand a splendid show for the state prize, 
the sentiment having changed considerably in 
their favor since the day before. When the 
**Mets’’ finally marched off the field, their 
Splendid performance was the source of con- 
yersation on every side. 

THE EDGEFIELD RIFLES. 

The Edgefield Rifles were the next on the 
Programme, but they backed out at the last 
moment for some unknown cause, and failed 
to show up. 

THE ATLANTA RIFLES. 

So the Atlanta Rifles took their place, and 
‘Certainly succeeded in filling it. Like the 
other Georgia companies, they wore the white 
shako. Their uniforms were pronounced the 
handsomest of all. They had given their ex- 
hibition drill in fatigue uniform, and in 
full dress they presented a magnifi- 
cent appearance. Their trousers and coats 
were a very dark green, with gold 
facings and bars across the breast. The 
gilt was set off by white facings under- 
neath, and the unforms all fitted perfectly. 

Captain Spencer was in command, and from 
the first movement it was evident that the 
men were masters of the art of tactics. All 
individuality was lost in the machine like 
precision and accuracy. The only error in the 
whole drill was caused by a: mistake in the 
printed programme and ‘magnificent’ de- 
scribes the whole performance. Their wheel- 
ing was perfection, and the manual of arms 
Was as finely given. Cadence and step were 
excellent, and when they concluded and left 
the ground on the double-quick, the crowd 
fairly went wild.

The law has interposed in her behalf, ad- 
judging her to be the victim of unusual and 
cruel treatment at the hands of her father.

The evidence brought out on the trial of the 
habeas corpus case before Ordinary Calhoun 
yesterday, was very sensational. 

Tue Constrrution printed an account of 
the difficulties leading up to the sueing out 
of the writ of habeas corpus by 
P."W. Geary against Father, Keiley, for the 
possession of his daughter, who has been in 


thé custody of the Sisters of Charity for several 


weeks past. 

When Judge Calhoun called the case yes 
terday morning at 9 o’clock, his courtroom was 
jammed with spectators, attracted by the story 
in THE CONSTITUTION. 

LITTLE NELL. 

Little Nellie was present with her aunt Mrs. 
Duncan. Father Keiley was also there, and 
Annie Geary, the twin sister of Nellie, her 
father, brother and eldest sister, together with 
a large number of neighbors subpenaed as 
witnesses. 

Hon. James T. O’Neil appeared for Father 
Keiley and Little Nellie, and Mr. James L. 
Mayson represented Mr. Geary, the petitionor. 

Nellie Geary is a bright looking little child 
and, under ordinary circumstances, her half 
frightened, appealing look could not fail to 
elicit sympathy, 

Her actions plainly showed that she was in 
great dread of her father, and the way in 
which she recounted her story went straight to 
the hearts of all who heard it. 

Judge Calhoun was so moved by her story 
and the evidence, that he easily made his 
decision without hearing any argument from 
Mr. O’Neil on behalf of the little girl and 
Father Keiley. 

THE FATHER’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. P. W. Geary was the first to give evi- 
dence in the case. 

His story was substantially as already 
printed, to the effect that Nellie was a bad, 
unruly child, and that her conduct was at 
times so vicious as to require severe punish- 
ment. 

“IT love all my children,’ said the father, 
‘‘and do all I canto support and make them 
happy and comfortable. Sometimes I have to 
punish them, but I never do so unless I am 
compelled. 

‘Nellie is deceitful and bad, but I never 
treated her as badly as she tries to make out. 

“The night she went away from home I had 
taken some money away from her. She told 
me a lie about it, and I punished her by telling 
her to go out of the house until she could be- 
have herself. I didn’t mean for her to leave 
home for good, but I found out when she did 
not come back that she had been taken to the 
Sisters of Charity. 

“T went then and asked for her, but they 
would not allow her tocome with me. I am 
her father and have a fight to her; its my 
duty to correct and punish her or any one of 
my children if I want to.’’ 

{r. Geary’s alleged bad usage of little Nellie 
is charged to be due todrunkenness. This 
was one of the main grounds set up by Father 
Keiley, anumber of witnesses being introduced 
to sustain it. 

NELLIE’S SISTER, 

Miss Jennie Geary, who has charge of the 
household, Nellie’s oldest sister, was called to 
testify when her father had retired from the 
stand. : 

Her evidence was all against the little girl, 
who, the witness said, was ill-natured and dis- 
obedient. 

She had to be punished to make her mind, 
— her father had never been cruel towards 
er. 
“Once,’’ she said, “father put Nellfe in a 
tub of cold water because she was disobe- 

dient.’’ 

The young lady was very much agitated, 
= upon cross-questioning broke out into 
sobs. 

Nellie’s brother was also put upon the stand. 
He coincided with his sister in what she had 
testified, as to the good treatment of his father 
toward his family. 

LIQUOR AT THE BOTTOM OF IT. 

A number of witnesses were introduced to 
prove the good character and sobriety of Mr. 
Geary, among them Messrs. Charles Brannon, 
W. H. Roach and §S. L. Brown. 

In brief, their evidence was to the effect 
that Geary was not a teetotaler, but that he 
had been seen by witnesses to be under the in- 
fluence of liquor. 

Mr. Roach had seen him drunk once, and 
Mr. Brown had witnessed a terrible beating 
Geary had inflicted upon Nellie. She was 
whipped because she had mislaid a paper, and 
could not put her hand on it when her father 
called for it. 

‘‘Mr. Geary whipped Nellie with a strap,”’ 
said the witness, ‘‘and her cries of pain were 
so distressing that I had to go in the house to 
get out of reach of them. I saw the blows as 
they were struck with the strap. It was 
awfully cruel.” 

A PRIEST AS A WITNESS. 

Father Keilev was put upon the witness 
stand. 

‘‘Nellie was brought to me about two weeks 
ago by two lady members of my church,’’ said 

ather Keiley. 

“She wasin rags, with the marks of blows 
upon her flesh, her hands swollen, and the 
blood running from an ugly cut on herear. I 
asked her all about it, and she said her father 
had beaten her and turned her away from home. 

‘‘When I asked the child if she would like 
to go with me back to her father’s, she was 
greatly frightened and cried almost hysteri- 


cally. 

rf then visited Mr. Geary at his home, re- 
monstrating with him upon the crnel treat- 
ment of little Nellie, as I had understood from 
her talk with me. I had confided her to the 
care of the sisters, where she has been all the 
time, apparently happy and contented. 

‘‘Mr. Geary had been drinking when I went 
to see him, and my reception was not very 
civil. I have seen him drunk a number of 
times. He did not mention taking Nellie 
away from the convent, and my only reason 
for appearing in the child’s behalf was to pro- 
tect her from any further treatment as cruel and 
inhuman as she has been‘accustomed to. 

‘Tf the little one is wilful and ae 
that is no reason she should be so inhumanly 
punished.”’ 

TIED UP BY THE THUMBS. 

A lady who lived next door neighbor to the 
Geary family told a startling story of the -— 
ishments that had been inflicted upon little 
Nellie by her father. 

“One night about three months ago,’’ said 
the witness, “there was an awful commotion 
in the house. The children were all running 
about screaming, trying toevade the blows 
aimed at them by their father, who was 
with a heavy stick and a strap. I could hear 
the whole thing plainly. Someone was groan- 
ing pitifully, as though undergoing some terri- 
ble torture. 

‘“‘Next morning Nellie told me,”’ continued:

A Card From Father Keiley. 

EpiTors CoNsTITUTION: Will you permit me 
to say a word in reference to the case of the 
child, Nellie Geary, which was settled by Judge 
Calhoun this morning. I purposely refrained from 
saying a word of this affair while it was pending 
before the ordinary, and when approached by the 
reporters for THE CONSTITUTION and Atlanta 
Journal declined talkingof it, as I did not 
desire a trial outside the courtroom. 
Iam only writing now to protest against what 
I deem a most sensational and misleading account 
of the trialin the Atlanta Journal of today.

Samuel J. Randall. 
Of Samuel Jackson Randall, who lies dy- 
ing in Washington today, it may be truly said 
that he is one of the most remarkable men of 
our times. He was not great in the meth- 
ods of oratory that made Clay and Webster 
and Calhoun famous, but in all other re- 
spects he has proven himself the equal of 
the greatest men who have distinguished 
themselves in the American congress. 
Though he lacked the fluency of state- 
ment, and had not the singular gift of ex- 
pression that appertains to eloquence, he 
was a strong speaker in every sense of the 
word. Above and beyond all, he wasa man 
of action, a man of affairs, and these quali- 
ties gave him a power that was all his own. 
By virtue of this power he was enabled to 
impress his individuality on legislation toan 
extent that has rarely been matched by our 
public men. Even when the republicans 
were in control he was placed on the most 


‘ jmportant committees, where his individu- 


ality and his experience made their influence 


« felt. 


Though he was great in the committee 
room, and conspieuous even in the ordinary 
routine of legislation—and though he filled 
the speaker’s piace with an ability and a 
dignity rarely reached by the occupants of 
that chair—his real greatness came out only 
when, on the floor of the house, surrounded 
by a hopeless and helpless minority, he 
fought inch by inch the aggressive and re- 
pressive measures aimed at the people of the 
south by the republicans. 

Here his greatness shone forth not less in the 
zeal with which he espoused the catise of an 
oppressed people than in his unwavering and 
dauntless courage, and the marvelous fer- 
tility of his resources as a parliamentarian, 
It is hardly nécessary to recall at this time 
and to this people the nature of the services 
rendered by Mr. Randall on the occasion of 
the republican attempt to pass the infamous 
force bill. The nature of the measure, the 
intentions of the republicans, the attitude of 
the democrats, the condition of the south, 
alj conspired to make the struggle a memor- 
able one. But a memorable contest was 
made remarkable by the stand taken and the 
tactics employed by Mr. Randall. 

It is safe to say, taking into consideration 
all the circumstances—the temper of the re- 
publicans, the anxiety of the south, and the 
vital importance of the issue—that no such 
scene was ever before witnessed in the Amer- 
ican congress. The republicans, bitter, vin- 
dictive, arrogant and powerful, were deter- 
mined to push the foree bill through. Mr. 
Randall stood like a lion at bay, at his back 
a solid but helpless minority. For nearly a 
week, day and night, he stood in the breach, 
paralyzing his opponents by his parliament- 


splendid audacity he displayed. 

Mr. Randall cut a picturesque figure dur- 
ing that memorable week. Always on his 
feet—erect, serene, smiling, alert and au- 
dacious, he outgeneraled the republicans at 
every point, and finally compelled them to 
abandon their schemes of southern oppres- 
sion. He won the gratitude of this people 
on that occasion, and held it. There wasan 
attempt made during the last campaign to 
belittle his work and his influence, but in 
this matter, we are glad to say, a few foolish 
editors and a score of noisy politicians did 
not represent the people. There has never 
been a time when the south did not remem- 
ber Mr. Randall’s unselfish devotion, and 
there has never been a time when the demof 
cratic masses of the country did not honor 
him for his services to the party. 

Mr. Randall was the friend and confidant 
of Mr. Tilden, and, after Mr. Tilden, was 
the greatest democrat of this generation. 
Owing to circumstances altogether fortuit- 
ous, Mr. Randall never figured as the leader 
of the party, and yet he was its real and 
natural leader, and was recognized as such 
by those who are familiar with the interior 
machinery of the party. He was its leader 
by reason of his ability, his experience and 
his integrity, and by reason of the fact that 
he was the most conspicuous demogatic 
statesman in the country. 

For nearly thirty years Mr. Randall has 
been a member of the lower house of con- 
gress, and his services there have become a 
part of history. He saw many reputations 
shrivel in the breath of scandal, but through 
all the temptations and contingencies of a 
reckless and corrupt period his name was un- 
stained. His unflinching integrity stood 
every test, and during his long career not 
even partisanship whispered aught against his 
name. He was an old-fashioned democrat, 
and all his services were devoted to the cause 
of the people. He was the foe of every job, 
andthe lobbyists about Washington gave 
him a wide berth. It was due to him, more 
than to anyone else, that the fraudu- 
lent practices of-the whisky ring were un- 
covered. Thig ring had connections and 
ramificationsthat Mr. Randall never dreamed | 
of, and it was mainly due to the infinence of 
this combination that he was made the vie- 
tim of democratic abuse and | 
tion at # time when his counsels seemed to.

With the death of Mr. Randall the coun- 
try loses a statesman unselfishly devoted to 
its interests, and the democratic party a 
leader, wise, prudent, experienced and ag- 
gressive. 


A Cyclone Chapter. 

The recent cyclones or tornadoes in the 
west were bad enough, but other storms a 
few generations ago caused a much greater 
loss of life and property. . 

A little more than a century ago the West 
India islands were visited by what is known 
as the great hurricane. This storm came 
near enough to ourown country to alarm 
many people, but nothing like it has occurred 
in recent years, 

This destructiye storm struck an English 
fleet anchored before St. Lucie, and every ship 
went’o the bottom with the soldiers and 
sailors. The tempest then swept over the 
island, making a complete wreck of every- 
thing, and burying six thousand people un- 
der the ruins. Forty French vessels, bear- 
ing four thousand soldiers, were swallowed 
up. San Domingo, St. Vincent and Porto 
Rico were left desolate. Millions of dollars 
worth of property, and more than twelve 
thousand people were destroyed. 

The historians have not attempted todo 
justice to this awful hurricane, ‘The black 
cloud was charged with death. After anni- 
hilating the mighty navies of France and 
England in those waters, it ravaged the 
finest islands under the sun—it stripped the 
palatial mansions of the planters from the 
hills, and licked up the peaceful villages in 
the valleys. Great forests were torn to 
splinters, and stately temples and massive 
castles shared the common ruin, which 
spared neither the lowly cabin of the slave 
nor the lordly dwelling of his master. 

Similar storms, darting out with wild fury 
from their West Indian lairs, occasionally 
swoop down upon our gulf coasts, or skirm- 
ish along our south Atlantic border, but 
their full force has never been felt in the in- 
terior. ‘The storms belonging to what may 
be called our American system, have rarely 
killed more than a hundred persons in one 
of their visitations, and the havoc they 
make with property is slight in comparison 
with their work southeast of us, 

If our buildings in the cities and towns 
and out in the country were as substantial 
and strongly constructed as was the fashion 
a century ago, the wind would do less 
damage: Butinthese days we build with 
more regard for show than strength. Our 
structures are not built to defy the elements 
—they are light affairs—mere toys in the 
grip of a tornado. But tempests of very 
great violence are, in point of fact, excep- 
tional with us. Theyare so rare that per- 
haps we are not called upon to resort to ex- 
traordinary safeguards. 


A Startling Statement, 

The American navy has become a national 
chestnut which has been going the rounds 
for half a century; its phantom ships have 
furnished fun for the paragraphers of the 
world; it has been laughed to sea and 
laughed back again, and more wind has been 
exhausted in talking about it than ever filled 
the sails of our stately ships. Talk is cheap, 
a good deal cheaper than a navy would be, 
and that is why there is so much of it. 

The navy has had a much needed rest, how- 
ever, in the last few months; but now comes 
Mr. Wilkinson,of Louisiana,and tells us that 
China—upon whom we have heaped insult, 
and added injury to it, has two ships which 
could send our whole navy to the bottom of 
the sea. 

While the good work which ex-Secretary 
Whitney so happily inaugurated is being 
carried on to some extent, and our navy of 
today is better than it was a_ century 
ago, such statements as that made by Mr. 
Wilkinson must alarm the government and 
divert its attention fromthe work of dump- 
ing the surplus into some of the bottomless 
pits where it is now going, to the more im- 
portant duty of building ships that can hold 
their own with the iron monsters of the 
Celestial empire.

These southern negroes, all of them men 
of education and character, have plainly told 
their New England friends the truth about 
the situation. Their story, briefly sum- 
marized, was to this effect: The southern 
blacks are as free as they would be any- 


eated; they find more occupations open to 
them than they would find in the north; 
they voluntarily associate with their own 
race and are not bothered by any race prob- 


pressed, they do more voting than is good 
for them. 

After listening to the inflamed speeches of 
the Cooks, Boyntons and Greggs, many 
Bostonians felt satisfied that the negro ora- 
tors of the south would tell a tale of op- 
pression and cruelty rivaling the horrors of 
Liberia. The orators came, but they did 
not deliver the goods. They were sleek, 
contented-looking fellows, dressed in shining 
broadcloth, and they took no pains to con- 
ceal the fact that they felt in every way 
superior to the men of their race who were 
so unfortunate as to live in the north.

Three years ago she 
risked her life for others, and her reward is 
chiefly the consciousness of a brave and success- 
ful deed. The railroad company gave her a small 
reward, less than the value of one of the cars 
which she saved, and the passengers, whose lives 
were preserved by her act, have entirely forgotten 
her.

There can be little doubt about the cheap- 
mess of the proposed bagging. The scrub 
palmetto grows luxuriantly on the poorest 
Jand in many localities in the south. There is 
plenty of it in Okefeenokee swamp, and it 
grows in great abundance in twelve counties 
in Georgia and Florida. In this state it covers 
an area of some 10,400 square miles. 

A material so abundantly cheap and 
easily manufactured, is bound to attract atten- 
tion, and those who are interested in downing 
the bagging trust will no doubt aid Mr. War- 
vand in his experiments.

ITISCERTAIN THATTHE EAST TEN- 
NESSEE(BOUGHT IT UP. 


The Columbus Southern Said to Be Under 
the Control of the Brunswick and 
Western—The Georgia Midland. 


The East Tennessee has gobbled up the 
Rome and Decatur. 

That much is certain. 

The information was given in Atlanta 
several days ago that negotiations were pend- 
ing, and that the transfer would in all proba- 
bility be made. 

It is definitely announced now that the deal 
has been made. 

The price cannot be learned. 

When the road was sold in New York 
several months ago by Judge Dorsey, the 
price paid was $832,000. 

It was bought by the stockholders, headed 
by President Eugene Kelly and a party of 
friends. 

The road is sixty-eight miles long, from 
Rome to Attalla. 

Only a few days ago a table was given in 
THe Constitution, showing that the West 
Point Terminal system was thelargest on earth. 
%t was made so by the scoop of the Erlanger sys- 
tem of 1,157 miles, standing second until that 
deal was made. 

Their total), including the sixty-eight miles 
of Rome and Decatur, is 8,171 miles of railway, 
and about 8,700 miles of rail and water lines 
combined. 

And still it grows. 

It will be observed that both the Erlanger 
system and the Rome and Decatur pass under 
the control of the Terminal through the agency 
of the East Tennessee, and in all 
probability the two will be ratified at the same 
time—that is, at the special meeting of the 


_ East Tennessee people on the 15th of April. 


Sale of the Rome and Decatur. 

Rome, Ga., April 10.—[Special.J—In con- 
firmation of the reported scoop of the Rome 
and Decatur railroad by the East Tennessee 
system, of which you published the first inti- 
mation received by the public on Wednesday, 
Mr. Ro. Lapsley said today that he was in- 
structed to have the mortgages recorded in 
every county where the Alabama division of 
the East Tennessee railroad runs, and 
also in counties through which the 
Rome and Decatur goes. This mortgage 
is for ftifteen million dollars, and 
is on the two railroads mentioned showing that 
the East Tennessee stockholders have virtual 
possession of the Rome and Decatur or they 
could not so mortgage it. The mortgage is to 
the Central Trust company of New York, and 
it is said that the negotiation states that the 
$15,000,000 will be delivered about the 20th, or 
after the meeting of the stockholders in Knox- 
ville om the 15th ratifies the eighteen 
years’ lease of the Cincinnati Southern and the 
purchase of the stock of the Rome and 
Decatur, Alabama Great Southern, the 
Cincinnati, Selma and Mobile, and New Or- 
leans, and Northeastern. This meeting is to 
authorize the issue of bonds which have been 
sold. The Richmond Terminal issues no stock 
for these transactions. It is specially for the 
benefit of the East Tennessee system. M 
authority for these statements says, that Presi- 
dent Thomas has made these, statements pub- 
licly. Itis believed here that the present of- 
ficials of the Rome and Decatur will not now 
be changed for some months, There isa ru- 
mor that arrangements have been made by the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus railroad,and 
the Rome and Decatur by which the latter 
will be allowed to run their regular trains into 
the city and to Kingston, using the depot at 
the foot of Broad street. Mr. Lenaiey left this 
morning for Selma. 

The Georgia Midland. 


Covington is exercised over the proposed ex- 
tension of the Georgia Midland by way of 
Conyers to Athens. The Star says on this 
subject: ‘‘When Hon. W. L. Peek, of Rock- 
dale, was in the senate, he secured a charter 
for a road by that route, called the New. Life, 
Water Power and Granite Bed railroad. Since 
that time, a company was organized 
to build the road, anid Mr. Peek was 
elected president. But nothing further was 
done. Last week the incorporators held a 
meeting at Conyers, and appointed a strong 
committee to confer with the authorities of the 
Georgia Midland road, and ascertain what was 
necessary to be done to secure the extension of 
that road from McDonough to Athens, by way 
of Conyers, Walnut Grove and Monroe. 

It certainly behooves Covington to bestir 
herself at once, and induce the road to come 
this way, and thence to go north by way of 
Walnut Grove and Monroe to Athens.

PIEDMON T EXPOSITION. | 


THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE HOLD 
AN ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING. 


There Will Be a Wild West Show and the 
Fniest Race Ever Witnessed in the 
South—Mr. Julius Brown Elected. 


An enthusiastic meeting of the executive 
committee of the Piedmont exposition was 
held yesterday. 

The attendance was not only large, but 
every man present seemed to fully realize that 
the time had come to begin hard work, in 
order to make this year’s exposition the great- 
est ever held in the south. 

President Wylie called the meeting to order, 
and Judge H. P. Tompkins, Captain Evan P. 
Howell, Senator Frank Rice, Hon. Clark 
Howell, Mr. Ed Peters, Mr. C. B. Miles, Mr. 
G. V. Gress, Mr. W. A. Gregg, Mr. Joe 
Thompson and Mr. Humphreys Castleman 
were present. 

Captain Wylie said he wished to impress 
upon the members of the committee the great 
importance of having the city water carried 
into the exposition grounds, and stated that it 
was an absolute necessity to lay a six inch 
pipe to the head of Wilson avenue, and from 
there a four inch pipe into the grounds. 

Mr. Irwin and Mr. Smith, of the water 
board, and Mr. Kontz of the general council, 
who had been invited to appear before the 
committee were introduced in order that the 
city’s position might be fully understood. 

Mr. Irwin stated that the matter had been 
considered by the water board, and it had 
been decided that the amount of money 
appropriated this year for waterworks 
was too small to allow any additional ex- 
pense. The sentiment of the board, however, 
was undoubtedly in favor of extending the 
pipes to the new city limits, under the direc- 
tion of the superintendent of the city works. 

‘‘And,” he said, “I am authorized to assure 
the exposition company that if they would do 
the work the money expended would be re- 
funded by the city next year.”’ 

After the committee representing the city 
had withdrawn the matter was fully discussed. 
It was decided that the citizens living along 
the line of the proposed extension should be 
seen, witha view of ascertaing how much they 
would contribute toward the work. 

The question of money, which will be needed 
to put the exposition in working order,was the 
next matter intoduced. 

It was the sentiment of the committee that 
the exposition would greatly benefit every 
business manin Atlanta; and, judging from 
the past, animmense amount of money will 
be put in circulation, which, but for the fair, 
would find its way to other commercial cen- 
ters. It was, therefore, considered only proper 
that the people who will be most benefited 
should be called upon for contributions. 

On the motion of Mr. Frank Rice, it was 
decided to send committees out next week to 


secure subscriptions. 

Beginning next Monday, THE CoNnsTITU- 
TION will publish, every day, a list of the con- 
tributions. 

The work has all to be done by the following 
Saturday night, as the subscription lists will 
then close. 

On the matter of amusements the executive 
committee was thoroughly agreed. It was 
unanimously decided that a wild west show 
was the thing needed if one could be found 
capable of furnishing sufficient novelties to 
make the entertainment entirely different 
from last vear's attraction. 

A committee composed of Captain Wylie, 
Captain Howell and Judge Tompkins was ap- 
pointed to look into the claims of the different 
wild west shows and make a contract with the 
one offering the best show on the most advan- 
tageous terms. 

Un the subject of the races the committee 
was also unanimous. It was decided that the 
best horses in the country should be brought 
to Atlanta this fall. It was fully realized that 
to secure horses with national reputations, big 
purses must be offered, but the committee 
agreed that the Piedmont exposition must 
this yéar produce the finest race ever held 
south of Baltimore. 

To secure the desired end, Mr. Joe Thomp- 
son was authorized to communicate with the 
owners of the great racing stables in the north 
and west. 

It is a settled fact therefore that the finest 
horse flesh America can produce will be ex- 
hibited at the exposition. 

The idea of holding a carniyal seemed to 
meet with general approbation. It is a long 
time since such a thing has been attempted 
in Atlanta, and it was considered a sure card 
to draw an immense crowd to the city. 

The committee thought that the chamber 
of commerce should take some part in organ- 
izing the carnival, and President Wylie was 
authorized to appoint a committee of five to 
confer with a committee of five from the 
chamber of commerce on the subject. 

A letter from Mr. Lycett, who had charge of 
the art department, was submitted. In it 
Mr. Lycett stated that some magnificent works 
of art could be secured for the exhibition from 
the north if he could be authorized to pay 
for the transportation of the pictures. 

Mr. Lycett was granted the desired permis- 
sion by a unanimous vote. 

At the request of several gentlemen 
present, Captain Wylie adjourned the 
meeting of the executive committee, and from 
the chair issued a call for a special meeting of 
the board of directors. 

Mr. Julius Brown was then unanimously 
elected a member of the board of directors, and 
the meeting adjourned to meet again next 
Monday afternoon at 4 o’clock, at the artesian 
well, from which point the directors will go by 
special street car to the exposition grounds to 
examine the work that has already been com- 
pleted, and decide on other necessary improve- 
ments. 

When the meeting had adjourned Secretary 
Arnold stated that the eres cts of the expo- 
sition could not possibly be brighter. 

Among the new applications for space re- 
ceived yesterday was one from Messrs. Logan 

Wesley, representing the Diebold Safe 
company, of Canton, Ohio, engaging a large 
space in the main building, ani also offering 
the company as many safes as they needed to 
secure valuables during the exposition. 

Messrs. Brewer & Co., of Tecumseh, 
Michigan, also applied yesterday for 1,500 
feet of space in machinery hall, to exhibit their 
a improvements in brick making machin-

CLOSING UP THEIR WORK. 
‘The Business of the International Confer- 
ence Nearly Ended. 

Wasnrixcton, Apri! 10.—The final adjourn- 
ment ofthe Pan-American conference is in 
sight. It will probably occur next Wednesday. 
Ata meeting of the conference today, the report 
of the committees on general welfare, banking 
and port dues were presented, and after being 
printed, will be taken up for consideration. 

The comunittee op general welfare recom- 
mend the negotiation of a general treaty by 
the republics of North, South and Central 
America and Havti to refer all disputes, differ- 
ences and ecntentions that may arise betieen 
any two of the nations te arbitration for settle- 
ment. Arb'tration shall be compulsory upon 
ail nations in matters of diplomatic etiquette, 
territories, boundaries, question of navi- 
gation, enforcement, construction, or validity 
of treaties, aud in other matters arrising from 
any cause whatever. The only exception is in 
case a nation believes its independence is at 
stake, then arbitration'shall not be compul- 
sory. The report sets forth in detail the man- 
ner in which the arbitrators shall be selected 
and the manner of reaching and declaring 
their judgments. 

[tis provided that ratification of treaty 
shall be exchanged at Washington, and it 
shall be in force twenty years froin the date of 
its proclamation. After that term has expired 
the treaty shail remain in force until one year 
after any nation has notified all other nations 
party thereto of its desire to withdraw, but the 
withdrawal! of any nation shall not relieve the 
other nations of their duties under the agree- 
ment. 

The recommendations are introduced by a 
preainble reciting the belief of the delegates 
that war is a crnel, unnecessary and ineffective 
method of settiing international! disputes; that 
the educated sentimeut of humanity approves 
the choice of arbitration as the best method of 
reaching a satisfactory settlement of differ- 
ences; and that the meeting of this Pan- 
American conference demonstrates that the 
people of the western hemisphere are willing 
and ready to enforce among themselves the 
principle of arbitration. 

On Friday next, the officers of the Women’s 
Silk Culture association, of Philadelphia, will 
present to each foreigu delegation attached to 
the conference a large flag of the United 
States, made of native silk, asa gift to their 
respective governments.

But Another One Makes His Escape to the 
Swamps. ; 

Cortumsia, 8. C., April 10.—[Special.]—Mur- 
rell and Carpenter, under seritence of death 
for the murder of Younce,in Edgefield, and 
who escaped from jail, were discovered to be 
in Edgefield yesterday. Murrell was captured 
after being shot through the hand. His 
mother aimed a gun at the posse, but was dis- 
arined. Carpenter was said to be barricaded 
in a house with sympathizers, resisting cap- 
ture. The adjutant-general and state constable 
went to Johnstons to-day on a special train to 
effect capture by the aid of local military of 
Edgefield.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, April 10—Wheat—A large speculative 
business was transacted today with the local oper- 
ators trading freely, and outsiae orders also nu- 
merous. Some business was also doing by parties 
having foreign clientage. The feeling was de- 
cidedly unsettled, due chiefly to the uncertainty of 
the government crop report. Eyen should the re- 
port be unfavorable it was feared that a break 
might oceur,as there has no doubt been a good 
deal of wheat bought to sell on the strength of an 
unfavorable crop report. Hence some, traders 
commenced to sell today. Some of the largest 
buyers of yesterday were reported as being the 
heaviest sellers today. At the same time there 
was active buying, and prices fluctuated frequent- 
ly. The market opened excited, and prices were 
¥,@%c higher, being in part a continuation of the 
bullish feeling which existed yesterday. The de- 
mand was good, and the shorts covered, but the 
advance also brought out heavy offerings, under 
which prices declined 1@1\e for the various deliv- 
eries, then recovered 5g@%c, held steady for a 
while, eased off and closed about %c lower for May, 
ec lower for June and 4c lower for July than the 
closing figures of yesterday. Foreign reports gen- 
erally indicate good crops, though India is report- 
ed somewhat short, private cables estimating the 
crop 15@20 per cent less than an average, or about 
50,000,000 bushels less than the average of the past 
five years. Home crop news was rather bad from 
most sections in Indiana, Illinois, Missouri and 
Michigan.
